a few years. 
A m erican policy us executed under 
G eneral M acA rthur has been to p er­ 
m it Jap an to retain the E m peror 
and use his unique prestige to m ake 
sm ooth the surrender occupation and 
program of dem ocracy dictated by 
the 
conquerors. 
B ut th ere

g u aran ty continuing Allied support 
for the im perial Institution, and the 
ultim ate decision on th e E m peror

T h u s far there la little evidence 
of d an g er to th e throne.

Keeps An* lent Rituals 
M eanw hile, H irohito goes about 
ills functions as high priest and d i­ 
vinely descended ruler of his people 
w ith little or no alteratio n of the 
an cien t S hinto rituals. L ast week he 
perform ed the custom ary rites of 
w orship In palace sanctuaries on 
M eiji Setsu, birth d ay of his g ra n d ­ 
fath er, Em peror M eijl. and one of 
th e three big holidays on the J a p ­ 
anese calendar. 
B ut E m peror w orship bs inextric­ 
ably linked to the S hinto national 
cu lt w hich m ilitarists, now d iscredit­ 
ed, m ade their chief spiritual w ea­ 
pon T here are num erous indications 
th a i S hinto has lost vastly in pop­ 
u lar esteem . W hether th e E m peror 
concept can survive S h in to 's de­ 
cline is a m oot question.

A. H Stewart as state Secretary cl 
Health was officially closed today. 
Deputy Attorney General William 
M. R utter said a stipulation drop- 
oing the case and signed by the 
U. S attorney for western Pennsyl­ 
vania, counsel for the U. S. Civil 
Service Commission and himself has 
been mailed to the federal district 
court at Pittsburgh. 
Rutter, who represented Dr. Stew­ 
art in the case, said the case was 
dropped because of Dr. Stew art’s 
death and th at no further action will 
be required since it is "an agreement 
by all parties concerned.” 
The U. S. commission last Febru­ 
ary found Dr. Stew art guilty of vi­ 
olating the Hatch Act w arranting 
his dismissal. Dr Stewart, who de­ 
nied the charges, appealed the rul­ 
ing to the federal district court at 
Pittsburgh, where it was pending at 
his death last July. 
The commission ruled Dr. Stewart 
violated provisioas of the act pro­ 
hibiting use of official authority in 
politics during the 1942 campaign at 
which Governor M artin was elected.

The commission then invoked a 
penalty of the Act, ordering $20,000 
in federal grants withheld from the 
state Health Departm ent.

RETALIATION 
I often wonder at this strange 
anim al—man! 
A complex, and a 
m ystery of contrasts with the qual­ 
ity of selfishness over all. It seems. 
I believe that nearly all of us won­ 
der at our opposite natures—a little 
bit of angel and devil in us all! 
But when we give up the problem 
o f understanding the universe as 
a whole, it Is not strange that we 
should be puzzled over our own 
hum an makeup. 
One 
thing 
we know—that 
it 
wouldn’t be a very interesting world 
w ith everybody agreeing and every­ 
body knowing everything. Nobody 
would even be Interesting! 
So it Is that we are constantly 
puzzled 
over 
the 
actions 
and 
thoughts of people. Much of it we 
can understand, however. I can un­ 
derstand why we are all so selfish 
much of the time. It is essential 
so that we m ay become self-edu­ 
cated and personally independent. 
But beyond self-protection and self- 
support, we owe the world a debt. 
Why, then, should we not be gener­ 
ous In our universal dealings? W hy 
should we retaliate when our toes 
are stepped upon, or when the other 
fellow has beaten us to an idea, 
or to an achievem ent that we m ight 
have made our own?

Silence Is always the best retaliation. 
And to retaliate with kindness, a

T he men a t th e W ar M apping 
project at the Lee-M eade inn were 
greatly relieved w hen word of the 
surrender cam e before Ja p a n was 
invaded. Law rence M 
K ennison. a 
m ap editor 
on 
the 
project, 
told 
m em bers of the Lions club Monday- 
evening in a talk a t th eir weekly 
dinner m eeting. 
T he m appers here knew how ru g ­ 
ged w as Hie shoreline of Ja p a n ’s 
hom e islands an d how inflexible were 
the elaborate shore defenses because 
they had m ade detailed m aps of 
the coastal areas w here the Allies 
would have had to m ake landings. 
“Because we knew the Jap s had 
su b terran ean 
defenses 
th a t could 
not be knocked out by air and sea 
power, we were dreading the tim e 
when the A m ericans would have to 
invade w ith certain heavy losses. It 
would have been like I wo Jim a only 
on a bigger scale." he asserted. 
Mr. K ennison, who is an authority 
on Asiatic geography and languages, 
said the Navy h as recently revealed 
th a t 2.000 tons of m aps were used 
in the Pacific conquest and told of 
the p a rt th e local project played 
in producing m any of those m aps, 
especially 
the 
landing charts 
for 
the invasion targets. 
C ongratulates Com m unity 
; 
Jap s considered 
them selves' ex­ 
perts a t cam ouflage 
but actually 
they 
overdid 
it, 
K ennison 
said. 
"T heir concealed installations stood 
out like sore thum bs on our aerial 
photographs and we were careful 
to put them on the m aps we m ade. 
W hen the next photos of the area 
would come through the Ja p in- 
I stallatio n s would be m issing," he 
added. 
The speaker told of the difficulty 
encountered in tran slatin g captured 
Jap m aps w hich employed 277 sym ­ 
bols. He also described efforts m ade 
by the m appers to indicate on their 
ch arts from aerial photos the con­ 
tours of off-shore coral reefs about 
Pacific islands m arked for invasion. 
The im portance of off-shore con­ 
tours becam e ap p aren t after T a ra ­ 
wa, he said.
